The Week. 


RUSSIAN-BORN JEWS AND ENLISTMENT. 

_ WE are glad to see, from a statement made by the HOME SECRETARY 
in the House of Commons on Tuesday, that the question of forcibly 
repatriating eligible Russian-born Jews who do not enlist in the British 
Army is suspended and that a further opportunity is to be given for such 
enlistment before anything is done in reference to the alternative of service 
with the Russian colours. There is not a man in the community who would 
not infinitely prefer, particularly for the sake of the Jewish cause, that our 
Russian coreligionists should joyfully offer their services to Britain rather 
than that they should elect to return to Russia under compulsion. Mr: 
SAMUEL has been accused of threatening the eligible Russian-born Jew 
in this country with enlistment or deportation. For our part we have 


always looked upon his plan as one for giving to these aliens an alterna- 


tive that is not offered to any other allied subjects, and to that extent 
a privilege. Nor do we. believe that repatriation or deportation, 
as it has unhappily come to be termed, is a practical difficulty, 
for the reason, as we pointed out last week at some length, 
that we cannot think any Russian Jew would prefer to be sub- 
jected to it instead of electing to serve with the British colours, 
But it must be confessed that the Government plan has been regarded not 
alone by the persons most directly affected, but by many others, as con. 
veying the threat which we have mentioned, and therefore Mr. SAMUEL 
appears to us to have been wise in suspending aii question of repatriation 
until he sees whether there is a general enlistment into the British Army, 
No one, in fact, desires that any of these men should be repatriated. Cer- 
tainly Mr. SAMUEL has no wish in that direction. It was because he was 
anxious that Russian subjects should not be sent back to Russia that be 
instituted the alternative of service with the army of this country. We 
ourselves have never hesitated to express our abhorrence of the idea of 
forced repatriation of Jews to Russia. In our issue of July 7th, we 
remarked :—— 


“Sending back to Russia Jews who fled to these shores for asylum or even 
for the sustenance which was denied them in their homeland, jars harshly on the 
mind. It isa heart-rending break with the past, though, to be sure, the whole 
war has been a resounding crash of past ideas, and the Jew alone cannot expect 
to be exempted. The break we should have preferréd, however, would have 
been one in a different direction, which would have contemplated making of these 
aliens British subjects, and thus placing them at once on a line, in point of con- 
scription, with those bcrn in this country.” 


Our plea all along, indeed, has been for some plan which would compel the 
eligible among these men to serve in the British Army exactly as native-born 
inhabitants of the country are compelled, and which would have hence cut out 
all question of their repatriation to Russia. But the Government finds 
itself unable to go further than voluntary enlistment. In giving the Russian- 
born Jews. a further opportunity in this direction—a course for which we 
pleaded urgently last week—Mr. SAMUEL has, therefore, in the circum- 
stances, it seems to us, taken a right step. It is devoutly to be hoped that 
it will provide a way out of an extremely difficult situation. 


= 


NATURALISATION. 


IN unfolding his new plans, Mk. SAMUEL referred to the naturalisation 
question. He told the House of Commons that “ all who enlisted volun. 
tarily and who desired to become British subjects would be given a formal 
assurance on joining the Army that, if they fulfilled the statutory conditions, 


they would be naturalised without fee within three months, if they were 


then still serving in the Army.’ This represents a considerable advance 
on the original position taken up by the HOME SECRETARY. It not only 
limits the non-citizen period to three months, but gives a sort of informal 
naturalisation immediately upon enlistment. But informal naturalisation is 
not actual naturalisation. In effect a man will still be asked to do service for 
the country without being a British subject. We find, too, Mr. SAMUEL’S 
concession hedged around with such phrases as “ statutory conditions,” which 
must be merely puzzling to the Russian-Jew, whatever practical value they 
may have. We have said before, and we repeat, that it is only just that a 
man, on being invited to take upon himself the most exacting duties 
of citizenship, should be given, at the same time, the ordinary status of 
citizen. We hope Mr. SAMUEL will see his way to make a further extension 
of this part of his plan by allowing the Russian Jew to attest immediately, but 
leaving him uncalled to the colours until he has received his naturalisation 
papers. This, of course, would not enable his fitness for naturalisation to 
But three months of such a test 
would be of little real use, and the interval between, attestation and joining 
could be utilised by the authorities in investigating the recruit’s antecedents 
during the far longer period of his civil life. The HOME SECRETARY hasin this 
matter left a very real grievance unsatisfied, and we trust that even now 
he will not prejudice the enlistment campaign by adhering to a ‘ope 
which falls so far short of what is desirable or fair. 7 

THE POSITION NOW. 

THE position, as it is now left by the HOME SECRETARY, is clear. A 
vigorous recruiting movement among eligible Russian-born Jews is to be 
launched. If that campaign should fail, or even if it be only half successful, 
we shall inevitably be back to the original problem. The new proposals 
can only settle a thorny question if the effort of enlistment into the British 
Army succeeds. We very much hope, therefore, that the endeavours that 
are to be put forward will be made by the right men, and with 
a maximum of spirit and determination. Mr. SAMUEL referred to 


mere personal 


the formation of a responsible committee for this purpose, but up till 
now no details of its actual existence or of its proposed personnel 
have reached us. It is not a mere question of holding ‘ mass 
meetings,” which are not always to be relied upon for definite results. The 
movement must be thoroughly organised so that not a single eligible Russian 
Jew will remain unapproached and unargued with. The campaign must 
resolve itself, primarily and par excellence, into a wide-spread personal 
Canvass, and the resources of the community, spiritual and lay, must be 
mobilised for the purpose. English Jews have every reason for making the 
campaign asuccess. But it is mainly to our Russian-born coreligionists that 
we would venture to address ourselves. And we would do so upon 
higher ground—upon that Jewish ground, from which we have from 
the first looked upon this question. Our coreligionists must 
see that if they now avoid the trying obligations which the war has 
brought upon them, it must go hard, in the future, not only with 


their brothers or sisters who may seek asylum or a future 
in this country, but with those who still cling to the Russian soil. Nor’ 
will this prejudice be limited to Russia and Great Britain. America is 


not likely to continue to welcome the immigration of those who adopt the 
attitude to all countries of aloof cosmopolitanism. Are not these consider- 
ations to which we may fairly ask the attention of honourable and high- 
thinking men? Some of those now concerned have we know felt the 
inspiration of the Jewish National Movement. What support, we would 
ask, can they expect for such an aspiration if they show the country that 


is best disposed to that ideal that they quail before the first and highest 


demands of nationhood, and that they are unprepared for the ordeals 
which must inevitably test the fibre of a people that desires to assert for 
itself a place amid the nations ? 


AN APPHAL TO THE RUSSIAN-BORN. 

_ ON the other hand, let the Russian-born Jews think of the converse side 
of the picture. Let them consider the effect of an enthusiastic rally to the 
British colours, not only upon the principle of asylum, but upon the respect 
and goodwill of the British nation faced with the Jewish demand 
for national justice. If the “Russian Jew’’ could stand, in British eyes, 
for readiness to sacrifice, for personal courage, and devotion—these Russian. 
born Jews confirming the estimate in the public mind that we would fain 
believe Jews in all belligerent countries and. not least Jews in 
have gained—what would that not mean to the Jewish 
after? Throughout this controversy we have been very earnestly 
impressed with this truth and have endeavoured to represent it 
to our coreligionists. We confess, therefore, to feeling no small resent. 
ment when we have been misrepresented as being guided by petty 
motives and influenced by considerations in which Jewish interests took 
an insignificant part. We have asked our fellow-Jews as we 
ask them now, to. rise above all mincr and eéven_ above 
considerations, to a sight of the Jewish future that 
lies unveiled to the seeing eye, and to remember above all things that 
‘aloofness’’ at ‘this moment places in the hands of our foes a 
deadly weapon, while acceptance of citizen duty in the country of their 
adoption will steel our friends and give them the moral backing which will 
be half the battle for Jewish liberty and freedom. There are, doubtless, 
some among our Russian coreligionists who are holding back, for reasons of 
Jewish religious practice. Those scruples Mr. 
promising Jewish recruits the opportunity to serve together, thus not only 
facilitating the practice of Judaism, but mitigating the language and similar 
difficulties. ne word more. We would put it to these coreligionists of 
ours now to envisage this matter not through a maze of rhetoric and fine. 
spun theories, but as one of sheer common sense. They will not, we believe, 
then fail to see that whatever the sacrifice and the discomfort that may 
be before them they are but being asked to share the effects of a great 
disaster which has fallen not alone upon their native land and upon the 


I-mpire 
cause here. 


‘land of their adoption, but also upon so large a proportion of their own kith 


and kin. They will not, we feel sure, be deluded by the ‘smooth pro. 
phecies”’ of those who, for motives of their own, are now endeavouring to 
use the Russian-born Jew as a convenient means for attacking the Govern- 
ment, but who in reality care not a farthing for Jewish interests, for Judaism, 
or for Jewry. Whatever happens we hope Jews will refuse to be made pawns 
in the not very delectable game these people are playing, and above all that 
nothing and nobody will induce them to choose repatriation to Russia in 
preference to honourable duty done for this country, to which in the day of 
their sore agony and their distress they turned with a hope that has been so 
amply fulfilled to them in the liberty and the freedom of these shores. 
| 


JEWS AND EXEMPTION. 

WE have been attacked, from time to time, as we are inferentially by a 
correspondent whose letter appears elsewhere in the present issue, because 
we have allowed our columns to be the medium for condemning the 
arguments put forward by certain Jewish appellants before the Tribunals, 
In point of fact, however actually untenable contentions advanced on 
what may be called general grounds provided for by the Military 
Service Acts—business hardship, and so forth—have been, they have 
never been criticised, and assuredly not because those formulating 
them were Jews. Where our people have exercised their undoubted rights 
as citizens in endeavouring to obtain exemption we should never think of 
cavilling at the course they have felt justified in taking. But it is a totally 
different thing when coreligionists use, or rather abuse, Jewish religious 
institutions and practices as a means of securing exemption from service 


SAMUEL has now met by. 
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on the nebulous plea of “conscience.” Such’ matters are unquestionably 


of consequence to the community and not merely to the individual, and we | 


Jews are entitled very narrowly to examine them and express our views 
upon them in the communal interest. With the plea regarding the 
obligations of Cohanim we are all familiar, although the CHIEF RABBI'S 
emphatic pronouncement upon the subject seems to have rendered it 
much less frequent, even if it has not altogether disappeared from the 
tribunals. But what are we to think, for instance, of a request for the exemp- 
tion of a Jewish dairyman on the ground that his Jewish fellow-citizens 
relied upon him to see that the milk they drank did actually emanate from 
a cow: or of the refusal of another man to don khaki, on the ground that 
‘“* Syaatnez”’ was forbidden? In the latter case, we observe the local news- 
papers turned the incident to advantage by reporting the appeal under the 
heading: ‘‘ Jews as all-wool cranks,” and we cannot be surprised if 
similarly derisory comment should be provoked by other cases of. this 
description. We know that in these cases there is a technical backing in 


Jewish law, though it seems to us that the precedent laid down in the’ 


Cohanim question, in which the Curer Rapst ‘declared that Jewish law is 
abrogated by the necessities of the State, would fully apply. But what 
occurs to us as monstrous is the setting up of these minuti@ by men 
who, it is commonly known, have hitherto been negligent not alone of 
these laws and customs but of far more important ones incumbent on 
observing Jews, and who have thus employed that in which they did not in 
the least believe—judging from their general habits—as convenient 
excuse for exemption from their citizen duty. More flagrant, however, 
are other case3 where, as a correspondent last week reminded us, the 
synagogue is employed as a haven of refuge from the recruiting 
ofticer by the adoption of some synagogal post for the purpose: 
‘he Rabbis have taught us to make for the Torah a fence, but that is quite 
a different thing from turning the Torah itself into a fence—against the 
Military Service Act. We have often urged the view that Jews claiming 
exemption should leave the Jewish religion out of the matter. An. appeal 
may be based with justice on a score of reasons; but we do not believe 
that Judaism is one of them. And when we find that the appellants go to 
the fantastic lengths such as those mentioned, we feel we have a right to 
protest. Our coreligionists who put forward these pleas should take their 
stand with their fellow-subjects, seeking the same avenues of exemp- 
tion and employing the same means. To use the Jewish religion as 
a loophole is calculated to bring into disrepute the very creed for which 
such devotion is professed. There is a Rabbinic injunction against making 
a ‘short cut” through the synagogue. Our brethren may fairly be asked 
not to make the synagogue a“ short cut’ to exemption. 


RUMANTA. 

PROPHECY, always gratuitous, is particularly so in the present war. But 
the signs and portents, if we read them aright, all point to the possibility of 
Rumania finding its interests to be definitely on the side of the Allies and 
of its acting accordingly. From the Jewish standpoint such a course would 
have results and possibilities which must be perfectly plain. It would, on 
the one hand, add a Jarge force of Jewish combatants to those already with 
the respective armies—possibly as many as twenty to twenty-five thousand 
It would also complicate the peace problems for Jews arising out of the 
inevitable territorial readjustments. But we cannot suppose that the 
Jewish lot will suffer any damage from the concerted action of Rumania 
with Great Britain and her Allies, while it is also permissible to hope that 
it will undergo improvement. For the moment, however, the main thing is 
to win the war, and to-do so in such a way that the sacred cause for which 
the Allies stand—and not least of them the cause of human liberty— 
shall triumph without possibility of challenge. If Rumanian co-operation 
helps to achieve that supreme end it will be welcomed fervently by every 
citizen, whatever his religious creed. 

IN THE NEWS. 


Judging from the particulars given elsewhere, the Palestinian refugees in 


. Egypt are leading a highly useful life. Miss LANDAu’s school for the_ 


children has earned the warm encomiums of Lady 
McMAHON, the wife of the High Commissioner, and that 
energetic headmistressis now organising a second institu- 
tion of the kind. We read also of needlework rooms 
where Palestinian Jewesses are making 40,000 shirts and 10,000 mosquito 
nets for the British troops in Mesopotamia; of carpentry and engineering 
workshops where thousands of hospital and camp requisites are being 
turned out for the Government. We read, too, of the refugees’ building 
two hospitals, a Y.M.C.A. Garden Court and Recreation Hall, and a school. 
Clearly the refugees are being kept healthily busy, and in their industry the 
Government may find some recompense for the kindness which it has 
bestowed upon them. 


PALESTINIAN 
REFUGEES. 


We have already had the assurance of Viscount GREY that the interests of 
Jews in Palestine will, when peace comes, not be overlooked. In that

Mr. Lewis Levene, of 258, Hornby Road, Blackpool, has received a letter 
from Lieut.-Col. E. Fagan informing him that his son, 2nd-Lieut, N. N. Levene, 
King’s Liverpool Regt., was killed in action on the 9th inst. The Colonel adds: 
‘Your son was a good and plucky officer, and I much regret his loss.” The 
deceased officer was but twenty-four years of age, and stood 6ft. 2in. high. Wel!

As a friend of the late Lieut. Nat. Neville Levene, of Blackpool, I wish to 
pay my tribute to his memory. By his death the Blackpool Jewish community 
bas been deprived of its most popular and respected member of the younger 
generation, Weall loved him for his amiable disposition and noble character. 
His active interest in the various local institutions was most useful to the Jewish life 
of Blackpool, both socially and intellectually. Following the example of his father

Some After-War .Questions. 


HE effect which the war is likely to have on the future of Religion 

is a fruitful theme of discussion just now. The revolution, 
_ social and economic, which this horrible holocaust has cast upon 

all Europe and so much of the civilised world, is not likely to 
stop at the door of the Church, the Chapel, the Meeting-house—or the 
Synagogue. Whether it will improve or make worse, whether the world 
will be a harder or a more amiable place in which to live we need not 
discuss ; what is certain is that things cannot be the same in the world 


after as before the war, and that it is impossible that Religion shall escape 


the effects of conditions and the circumstances that are swarming and 
whirling around us. But there is a limitation to the general statement ; for, 
although those who subscribe to almost all the varying forms of the 
dominant faith appear to contemplate some change in it as a result of the 
war, no one supposes that Judaism will emerge modified in an iota. Our 
doctrine, our creed will remain unscathed by even this most searching test 
to which any faith can be subjected. | 


Yyrt it is not in the least likely that we Jews—an altogether different 

matter—will entirely escape. To the thousands of young 
men who—please Heaven it may be soon—come back into civil life from 
the Army, the community as an entity, and particularly the Synagogue 
which is the vital element in that entity, will appear far different than they 
did to our boys before they bravely answered the call of duty. These men 
will have been brought face to face with the sternest of all realities, they will 
have envisaged life and death not as theories but as practical facts; their 
existence as soldiers, as details in a vast machine made up of all sorts and 
conditions of men, of men of all faiths and men of none, will have trans- 
formed them. It is absurd to suppose that they will come back and be 
content to fill the exact place in or undertake the exact relationship 
towards, the community in general, or the Synagogue in particular, They 
will not be content with acommunity organised, if that word can be applied 
to it at all, in the shiftless, haphazard manner, devoid of any basis or 
worthy principle, as is Anglo-Jewry. They will not be satisfied with a 
Synagogue in which so much of the sham, the unreal, and the make- 
believe enshrouds our glorious faith, irrefragable and eternal; where vapid 
form is allowed to dethrone essentials and convention, merely because it 
is convention, to displace earnestness and truth. That these things 
and this state of affairs prevail there is no gainsaying. To argne 
there is no need, since none who will look with 
clear eyes, seeing mot only what he desires to see but what 
there is to be seen, can with any regard to the verities deny that the 
premises are as stated. At least the present writer, bearing in mind 
communications’ he has received from Jewish Soldiers during the last 
twenty months, can have no doubt that he has but feebly represented how 
Community and Synagogue appeal to our boys who are doing duty in the 
Country’s services. If any reader has a doubt let him enquire and ask, say 
of the Senior Chaplain to the Jewish forces—the Rev. Michael Adler. And, 
in happening upon his name I cannot mention it without at the same time 
paying tribute to the splendid service he has done and is doing among the 
Jewish troops—a service more whole-hearted and more single-minded than 
any it has ever been permitted to an Anglo-Jewish Minister to perform. 
He is carrying his hard task through with energy and courage—God speed 
him in it! | 


ES, Mr. Adler, for instance, would confirm what I have said as to the 
new outlook on men and things which will be that of those who ata 
thousand points, day by day, for month upon month, have been face to face 
with death and eternity. For thereby they have been enabled to look upon 
the realities. of life and the verities of existence. It is doubtful whether these 
in all their fulness are ever revealed to man tillin one way or another he 
has been brought up against duty as “a dead-sure thing ”—to quote Jim 


Bludso’s phrase—and has descried behind that duty death and annihilation, 


or at best—or worst—a death in life of torture and agony and despair. 
But when these are shown to him his whole being must become trans- 
formed as are the mental attitude, the spirit of thousands of young 
Jews who are braving the terrors of remorseless war, who are 
seeing it and learning what duty as ‘a dead sure thing” 
means to those confronted by it. And thus the war is throwing 
up for us in Anglo-Jewry a problem that is our very own so far as any 
Jewish problem can be localised. For these Jewish soldiers, the most virile 
of our race bearing allegiance to this country, those who will have had the 
supreme experience of life through their constant contact for months with 
death, will have come to attach new values to the community in general 
and the Synagogue in particular. And unless we are prepared to re-cast 
them upon a value-basis of reality and truth, unless we are prepared to cast 
out of them the sham and the humbug and the make-believe which have 
beencontributed to them by habit, and which a pseudo-tradition has encrusted 
and hardened, these thousands of young Jews, their eyes having seen the 
realities of life, will come back to spurn and despise the community that 
gave them birth and the synagogue which claims them as their sons, and 
they will reject the one and the other. 


ERE is a-risk of defection which we can ill-afford, nay, that may prove 
fatal in the future development of Anglo-Jewry. To take means for 
preventing it should be our present care. We cannot too soon gather for 
ourselves the facts, or a proper definition of the circumstances and the 
conditions with which we shall have to deal when Peace is declared. It is 
not an easy task, this marshalling of these definite matters or determining their 
relation one to another, or, again, the bearing of all upon the future of the 
community and the synagogue in this country. Nor is it a task that can be 
accomplished hurriedly with any hope of success. If it is to be 
undertaken, it should be grappled with now. Who will initiate 
the work—nay, who ought to? As it is largely concerned with 
questions of communal organisation and the synagogue it would seem

that the Chief Rabbi is the person on whom it rightly devolves. 
For it intimately concerns the synagogue of which he has the 
most extended spiritual control in Anglo-Jewry, and it necessarily 
involves questions of communal organisation to place which 
into something like order and efficiency, we were told at the time 
he was elected was to be his special and peculiar job. It would 
seem that the Chief Rabbi is the person who should gather around 
him a committee which should consider the after-war problem of 
Anglo-Jewry, that I have adumbrated, and kindred questions that 
_ Must arise when Peace is proclaimed. But I am chary of 
suggesting that the Chief Rabbi should initiate this work. Whenever I have 
felt it to bemyduty to propose that Dr. Hertz should do any work the hint has 
been resented as an intrusion upon what is set up as a_ sacred 
tradition of his office, but which is in reality a mere silly legend. I 
therefore do not place this very important subject before the readers of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE with the remotest idea that the Chief Rabbi will see 
in regard to it work that he ought to do. None the less it is work that 
ought to be done. A beginning of it cannot be undertaken too soon. It 
requires the very best thought, the keenest sympathy, the widest range of 
vision that Anglo-Jewry can supply. The after-war’ problems of the com- 
munity should be considered now. If we wait till after-the war we shall be 
too late. The damage will have then been done, and it will be irretrievable. 


"THERE are many anxious questions affecting Jews and Judaism that mnst 

arise as a result of the war—they are questions that affect our people 
as a whole, some directiy some indirectly. In contemplating them let us not 
here in Anglo-Jewry ignore the problem to which I have referred, 
merely because, although it concerns us directly, perchance vitally, it con- 
cerns Jewry as a whole but indirectly. For us this renders it not the 
less, but really rather the more, important.

THE. REFUGEES’ .CAMP. AT: ALEXANDRIA. 


(FROM OUR, CORRESPONDENT, ] | 
ALEXANDRIA. 


Lady McMahon, wife of the High Commissioner of Egypt, recently visited 
the three Refugee Encampments for Palestinian Jewish Refugees here. Her 
Excellency was accompanied by Kir. William C. Hornblower, Government 
Delegate in charge of all refugees in Egypt (Jews at Alexandria and Armenians 
at Port Said). The two smaller encampments (Shoona, 500 inmates, Old 
Governorate, 450 inmates, the latter all French protégés) were visited on the 
return drive to the Residency at the end of the morning. At the Shoona encamp- 
ment, Lady McMahon was received by Mrs. Herzenstein and Mrs. Max Israel, 
who have devoted much of their spare time to the improvement of this encamp 
ment, and at the Gid Governorate by Madame Danon, Headmistress of the 
Allance Israelite School, and Mr. J. Afriat. She was greatly interested in the 
School, which is superintended by Madame Danon. 

The Wardian Encampment, being the largest and most important Jewish 
Refugee Camp (1,200 inmates, besides harbouring the Refugee administration's 
workshops, hospital and school) naturally came in for the lion's share of the 


, Morning's inspection. FLady McMahon and Mr. Hornblower were met at the 


Wardian Encampment by Professor Della Pergola, Chief Rabbiof Alexandria, and 
Madame Della Pergola, who are both indefatigable workers on behalf: f the welfare 
of our refugee coreligionists. Mr. Felix Tuby, the newly-elected President of the 
Comité d'Assistance, was presented to Her Excellency at the camp, together 
with Messrs. Victor Naggiar, Marc Margolies and Benjamin Tuby, the Vice- 
Presidents of this Committee. 

After inspecting the quarters where the refugees are housed, the central 
kitchen and store ropms, the.party made its way to the Camp hospital of sixty 
beds, which ts in charge of Dr. Albert Abouchedid of Jerusalem, and the Matron 
of which is now Miss Rose Kaplan, a thoroughly efficient trained nurse, who was 
sent by the Hadassah Society of American Zionists from New York to Alexandria 
to help the Palestinian Refugees. They expressed great sympathy with the patients 
and spoke to many of them. A pleasant ten minutes was spent in the pretty 
white-enamelled ward for weak children under three yearsof age which is attached to 
the hospital, and which is entirely supported by Jews in Australia. The Presi- 
dent is Mrs. E. Shutzkin. 

Proceeding on her tour of inspection, Lady McMahon saw the needlework 
rooms where Palestinian Jewish women and girls are busily carrying out an order 
for the British Red Cross for 40,000 shirts and ten thousand mosquito nets for 
Mesopotamia. The party then entered the carpentry and engineering workshops, 
where the refugees, under their able chief engineer, Mr. Isaac Raitan, turn out 
some very fine work. Besides making thousands of hospital and camp requisites 
for the Government, the refugees employed in these workshops have since last 
year built the Montaza Hospital of five hundred beds for the British Red Cross, 
the Karam Hospital for Lady Howard de Walden, the Y.M.C.A. Garden Court 
and Recreation Hall on the sea front, and the schoo! building which was erected 
at the Wardian Encampment last year, at the suggestion of Mr. Jack Mosseri, of 
Cairo, when no building large enough to house so many hundreds of children was 
available in Alexandria. 

Over three-quarters of an hour was spent by Her Excellency at the school, 
and on leaving she begged to be allowed to take away with her specimens of the 
children’s manual work, Lady McMahon congratulated Miss Landau, the head- 
mistress, warmly on what Her Excellency termed the extraordinary results 
achieved and expressed her satisfaction on hearing from Mr. Hornblower that 
Miss Landau had consented to organise and take charge of another school on 
similar lines at the Shoona Camp, dividing her timé between the two encamp- 
ments. The inspection of the neat huts, where the daily eye and head treatment 
of the school-children is carried out, and of the summer quarters for consump- 
tives brought Her Excellency’s very thorough inspection to a close.

RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT'S CONCESSIONS TO JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
‘PETROGRAD, 


The fact that the Russian Government had determined “to do something” 
for the Jews became widely known in the capital, and the only question that 
puzzled the minds of the leaders of the political circles was the extent of the 
reforms. Thanks to a semi-official statement made at the Ministry of the 
Interior we are no longer in the dark. A high official of the Ministry has 
announced that for the present the Ministry could not support any scheme for 
abolishing the educational restrictions or for removing the prohibition of the 
residence of Jews in villages. Nor was the Government willing to permit Jews 
generally to occupy State posts. The new Minister of the Interior, however, like 
his predecessor, remains loyal to Prince Tcherbatoff's circular permitting Jews 
to live in the towns outside the Pale, and M. Chvostov sees no reason why the 
circular should not be legalised by a Bill. Hence orders were given to 
prepare the necessary material for such a measure, which would have the 
advantage of defeating the policy of capricious anti-Semitic Governors, who regard 
their position sufficiently strong to ignore a mere circular. The work in connec- 
tion with the Bill is not yet sufficiently advanced to enable the Ministry to fix the 
date of itsintroduction. But the official referred to above thought that on the con 
clusion of peace the Jewish question would certainly receive the attention of 
Russia’s legislators, but at the present moment nothing beyond the legalisation of 
Prince Tcherbatoff's circular could be undertaken by thé Ministry. 

In connection with the foregoing statement, it is worth mentioning that the 
United Trade and Commerce Council, on wiring to the Government its opinion on 
the schemes of the Paris Economic Conference, emphasised the necessity of 
granting equality to all citizens of the Empire.

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the lewisH CHRONICLE.) 


THE NINETEENTH PSALM (I). 


“The heavens deciare the giory of God, and the firmament sheweth his handy-work. 
Day unto. dry uttereth spee:h, and night unto night sheweth knowledge. There is no 
Speech nor language, their voice cannot be heard. Their line is gone out through all the 
earth, and their words to the ends of the world. In them hath he seta tabernacle for the 
Sut; which is as a bridegroom coming out of his chamber, and rejoiceth as a strong man to 
run a vace. His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his circuit unto the ends 
thereof, and there is nothing hid from his heat.”—Psaim xix, 1-6, 


The Nineteenth Psalm is made up of two parts, which will form 
the subject of two successive discourses. It is just the juxtaposition of 
these two parts which lends to the Psalm its sspecial interest. It sings of 


two creations—a physical creation anda spiritual creation. Creation 
divides itself before the eye of the Psalmist into two worlds—the one 
material, and the other spiritual. We may regard these as two separate 
In the Psalmist’s view, 
if they are separate aspects of the same creation they are certainly 
contracted aspects. He is unable to find in either of them any con- 
necting link by which the one could pass over to the other, But that 
connecting which he fails to find in them he discovers behind them. The 
marvel of the starry heavens is not to be explained by the marvel of 
the moral law, nor is the moral law to be accounted for as an evolution 
of the starry heavens. Nevertheless, these two worlds, distinct in them- 
selves, are united in the fact that they come from a common source. The 
glory which the heavens declare is the glbory of God, the perfection which 
the moral law displays is the perfection of “the law of the Lord.” Now 
note the order in which the Psalmist takes these two creations. The first 


part of his hymn of praise is devoted to the starry heavens, the last part to 
the human spirit. Why does he 


PUT THE HEAVENS FIRST 
and the spirit of man last? Not because he considers the latter to be 
inferior to the former. for he distinctly and expressly states the contrary, 
admitting that the heavens declare God’s glory, but the moral law con. 
tains God’s perfection. Clearly because the order he is following is 
not one of quality but of time. It is of interest to compare the 
attitude of the Psalmist towards the starry heavens with the attitude 
to the same subject in the Eighth Psalm. In that psalm the poet 
sings: ‘‘When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, the 
moon and the stars which thou hast ordained; then I say, what is man 
that thou art mindful of him and the son of man that thou visitest 
him?” The heavens create a sense of depression, they make the poet 
feel small. But in the Nineteenth Psalm there is no trace of sucha feeling. 
He contemplates the firmament with an eye of unqualified delight, a delight 
which springs from the fact that he is not dwarfed in the contemplation of 
it. Onthe former occasion the heavens had only declared the glory of 
God, here the glory of God has become his glory. too. Can we find in the 
contents of these psalms anything that will justify this change of stand- 
point ? Yes. In the Eighth Psalm the Psalmist was only  consider- 
ing a work which was completed; in Psalm xix. he is contemplating 
a work which is still being transacted. . In the Eighth Psalm we see 
a divine work which was long ago finished, and the effect is 
inevitably to. make the God of the Eighth Psalm distant from the 
soul. But the God of the Nineteenth Psalm is even now in the act of 
The heavens are declaring it, the firfnament 1s 


showing it. That is the exact participial meaning of the Hebrew 


OMS and 73%. And the Psalmist feels himself to be in the very: 


presence of the God of creation, and privileged to be a spectator of His 
creative process. This appears also from the words: ‘ Day unto day 
uttereth speech, and night unto night sheweth knowledge.” The reference 
is to the first chapter of Genesis, in which each separate act of creation is 
ushered in between the evening and the morning. Here, in the view of the 
Psalmist, the evenings and the mornings of Genesis are no longer merely 
historical moments in which, ages ago, the divine glory once manifested 
itself; they are the symbols of constantly-recurring periods in which the divine 
Nor is the process to the Psalmist any less 
impressive because there is no longer a record of the audible voice of God. 
God is not heard saying ‘* Let there be light,’’ “ Let the dry land appear.” 
Thereis no.speech and there is no language,” says the Psalmist ; the divine 
voice is not heard. “None the less is there evidence of a silent 
eloquence: “‘ Their line is gone out through all the earth, and their words 
to the ends of the world.” But there is yet another aspect of this outward 
creation as it presented itself'to the eye of the Psalmist—an aspect which, 
perhaps, cannot be better described than by 
THE WORD, CONTINUITY. 

The God whom he worships in nature is not merely a God who is 
immanently present in all His works. He isa God who makes His works 
link on to one another, who connects the parts together till they form a 
united whole. This idea of continuity is another thought underlying the 
words: “ Day unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night sheweth 
knowledge.” The creative work of to-day has a reference to the creative 
work of to-morrow ; the periods are joined together so as to form a unity. 
And when the Psalmist says of the starry firmament that its line has gone 
out unto all the earth and its words unto the ends of the world, he is again 
expressing his belief in the fact that between all the works of God, from the 
least to the greatest, there is an unbroken cord of union which makes 
the one indispensable to the welfare of the other. It is to bring out this 
thought that he makes reference to the position of the sun, whose 
tabernacle isin the midst of the starry heavens, which cometh out of 
his chamber as a bridegroom rejoicing. The joy consists in the fact 
that although his tabernacle is above, the race which he runs reaches to the 
extremities of the universe, that his going forth is to the end of the world, 
and there is nothing hid from his heat.

INTERVIEW 


NE of the many problems that will inevitably confront us after the 
war will be the problem of fostering Jewish talent. On all hands 
the cry is heard that the community, which takes a very keen 
interest in matters appertaining to the Arts, does so little for 

those following artistic pursuits. It is true that there is an Education Aid 
Society, which seeks to discover talent and to give it the necessary educa- 
tion andtraining, But that is too o‘ten of the wrong sort. 

But there the matter ends. A 
Jewish painter, or a musician, or a 
poet, is left to fight his own battles, 
and there is no special sphere in the 
community to which he could safely 
apply his talents, and thus earn a 
modest livelihood; nor is the com- 
munity “ racially patriotic’ enough to 
support any artistic endeavour, which 
is characteristically Jewish. 

The new organisation that has 
arisen, viz, the Jewish Association of 
Arts and Sciences, hopes to cope 
with this side of the problem, and 
also to deepen the Jewish conscious- 
ness among the “creators,” so that 
the various intellectual activities in 
our community should receive a 
Jewish colouring or atmosphere. 

Our representative recently had an 
opportunity of discussing this interest- 
ing topic with its President, Mr. Alfred 
A. Wolmark, the distinguished decora- 
tive painter and leader of the new 
‘ Colourist ’ movement in England, at his sumptuous studio in Hampstead. 

In answer to the query as to the objects in founding his Society, he said : 

‘ T had long felt that a collective, organised eftort was needed in thecom- 
munity to cultivate Jewish talent where it was discovered, and to help it to find 
an outlet for its development. We have among us to-day a number of Jews 
and Jewesses, possessing undisputed talent, in a marked degree, in the realms of 
music, literature, science and art, but who are without guides to lead them on to 
the road of success. 

‘Ttis true that the Education Aid Society helps to discover and train this 
talent, but its efforts are limited in the training and neglected in the after care. 
What those young men and women require is much more care in the training 
ween young and greatly in need of association with those who have already 
achieved success and reputation, to give them the benefit of. their experience, 
advice, and criticism. They need an organisation where mutual help is the 
watchword. 

_ ** Many a young artist or musician on entering the‘ market’ knows to his cost 
that his obscurity will be taken advantage of by the commercial, money-making 
agents. Heis alone, like a traveller without a chart. He has no friends to point 
out to him the traps and pitfalls that await him in his early career. His blindness 
to the sleek ‘sharks’ that constantly and greedily watch for their prey, may some- 
times lead to his complete ruin. |

We have 
only to go to the History of Nations to see why the other nations were artistic 
and we were not ; this was because we were at all times worshipping the God of 
Commerce, instead of the Goddess of the Arts. 3 | 


SHEKELS AS GODS. 


“With us at all times, our aims were to become rich; with other nation: 
commerce was only a mere necessity. Then again, we in this country, through 
our commercial worship, never had a god of any other make, and therefore no 
religion; and to be an artistic nation it is necessary to have a religion or a worship 
no matter what, but one that you cannot sum up in the way 2 and ar2e done. In 
plain language then—we are a nation of shopkeepers. As soon as the shekels 
became gods, the gods became servants. History therefore proves that the more 
gods we had to think about and sacrifice to, the greater the arts were. 

“Take Egypt. They had no end of gods, no end of worship, no end o! 
artistic pageant ceremonies, and thus produced no end of fine sculpture, painting 
and song. A strong belief in something is absolutely necessary for art, and we in 
this country never had that strong belief. Religion in this country was always 
lukewarm, and therefore it continually changed. Where strong belief existed 
there Art flourished.

‘* The Jew is supposed to hiave built partsof Egypt; for, according to our own 
accounts, Moses took the Jew out of bondage, where he was building palaces for 
Pharaoh. If he were an original artist or not we cannot say, but as the Jew goes 
he has always ideas, and I should not be a bit surprised to hear that Moses was 
the Head Architect of the time. The Hebrew writings handed down to us are 
full of descriptions of Art values, minutely describing how the priests, the Levites 
the kings, the pretty shepherdesses, the rich, merchant princes and the Israelites 
generally, were lavishly dressed on great State days. And have we Jews not 
always been great artistic admirers of dress and ornament. 

‘When we come to Solomon, we again get descriptions of how he built. his 
Temple, and how the people dressed on ordinary days, and on pageant or Festival 
days. Ifmy friend, Epstien, had lived then, and been more sympathetic towards 
my association, I am sure he would have had little cause to complain that the Jews 
do not encourage his Art. I should like to see the Jews even of to-day say to 
Mr. Epstien, ‘ Build us a temple even in this country, in place of those hideous, 
inartistic Synagogues,’ ” 


ART IN THE SYNAGOGUE. 

How can we worship in those hideous, uninspiring places ? 

‘Have we Jews one single place of worship that we can be proud of archi- 
tecturally or artistically, or something that we need not be ashamed of in com- 
Parison with any of the Christian churches? We hear of Jews going to visit 
Churches for the sake of their beauty. Do we hear of Christians visiting syna 
gogues in order.to procure some aesthetic enjoyment? No. We are content to 
make our synagogues as dull and dead as we can, so that religious emotion dies 


from want of external stimulation. 


‘IT should only be too happy to engage in the work of beautifying and 
adorning our synagogues in conjunction with my-friend Epstien. I know wha: 
your next question will be. Does Judaism countenance Art ?. Of course, we would 
not put images or idols in this synagogue. We have ample material in the Jewis!: 
writings of the use of flowers, animals, trees, musical instruments, etc., for purposes 
of ornamentation. The peroches, the almemar, the ark, the pulpit, the candelabra, 
the pillars, the windows, the ceiling and the floors and the walls could all be 
designed into such a scheme of beauty that it would make the Jews admire, and 
the Gentilesenvy, such a place of worship. Indeed, we should only use Jewish 
sources for our work, and not go to Christian sources for our material. We have 
a rich, abundant material of our own io draw from, and therefore there is no nee! 
to ape the Gentiles. 

“Tam sure that, if the Jews gave us a commission (provided, of course, our 
designs satisfied a competent body which was specially selected to adjutiicate on 
the designs submitted) they would not regret it. Then indeed could Jews say they 
had a ‘ Great Synagogue.’.” 

The conversation then turned on the much-debated topic of Jewish Ar: 
When our representative asked Mr. Wolmark whether there was such a thing 
as a Jewish Art, he replied, warming up to his pet subject : 

IS THERE A JEWISH ART? 

“ Of course there is such a thing as Jewish Art. People very often make tic 
mistake that when a man paints a Rabbi ora man witha long beard, he isa Jewis" 
artist, in the same way that when a writer describes a Jewish scene, he is regarde! 
as a Jewish writer, The Jewishness of Art does not depend on its material for its 
truth, but rather on the form and the method adopted.

‘I used to paint Rabbis and Jews with long beards once, but to-day I don't. 
Yet I am to-day more of a Jewish artist than I was then. For to-day I paint every: 
thingin the way that a Jew would paint, a Jew who lived in Jerusalem, under bright 
skies, with a consuming love of colour, the colour of the resplendent Orient, with 
a great love for his race and his religion, a free man in his own land.

MR. SAMUEL'S POLICY. 
IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 

In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. KiNG asked the Home Secretary 
whetber he was now in a position to state his arrangements for the enlistment of 
friendly aliens, especially of Russian Jews, in the British Army. 

Mr. HERBERT SAMVEL: I have been approached by a responsible 
Committee of leading Russian Jews, who have expressed their willingness to carry 
on an active recruiting campaign in London and in other centres, with a view to 
securing the voluntary enlistment in the British Army of Russian subjects 
living in this country who are eligible for military service. I have agreed that 
until the results of this campaign are seen the question whether those who do not 
enlist should be repatriated shall remain in abeyance. All who enlist voluntarily 
and who desire to: become British subjects will be given a formal assurance 
on joining the Army that, if they fulfil the statutory conditions, they will be 
naturalised, without fee, within three months, if they are then still serving in the 
Army. So far as practicable, arrangements will be made for men wishing to serve 
together to do so. Pay, separation allowance, and pension will be the same as 
for British subjects. Men who can show that they would not be liable to military 
service in Russia, while eligible for voluntary enlistment in the British Army, will

FURTHER QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT, 

In reply toa questionlast week by Mr. King, not orally answered: whether he

Also whether he is aware that there are in this country 
many Jewish persons who originally fled from that part of Russia now occupied 
by the German armies, possess no passports, are liable when returned to Kussia 
to be sent to their original towns of residence, are not legally able to reside else- 
where, and are therefore subject to penalties and imprisonment in Russia so. long 
as theycannot return to towns now occupied by the Germans; whether, before 
deporting any of these persons to Russia, he will consult the Russian Government 
and obtain an assurance that they will be allowed freely to settle elsewhere in 
Russia, or whether he willeither seek legislative powers to make these persons 
British subjects or deal otherwise with this problem. 

Mr. BRACE: My right hon. friend has inquired with regard to the action of 
the Salford police, and he finds nothing in what they said or did to give any 
ground forthe suggestion that the persons concerned are of no nationality. As 
regards the rest of the first question and the whole of the second one, I would 
ask my hon. friend to await the statement which my right hon. friend (the Home 
Secretary) hopes to make to-morrow (Tuesday). 


A DEPORTATION QUESTION. 


In the House of Commons, on Wednesday, Mr. KING asked the Home 
Secretary whether he could g ve any information concerning a man named Leifkin, 
who, being a Russian Jew resident in Southport, was summoned at Liverpool on 
the 17th to the Dale Street Police Court because he had inadvertently left South- 
port leaving his identity book behind, whether he was aware that, at the hearing 
of the case the magistrate stated that the Russian Consul had asked that Leifkin 
should be deported to Russia, and whether he would undertake not to let 
be deported until after 10th October 

Mr. Brace: The Home Secretary has no information with regard to this 
case. If any question of deportation comes before him he will consider it care- 
fullyon its merits, but as this case apparentlyhas no connection with the question 
of military service, nosuch undertaking as that forwhich my hon. friend asks can 
be given.

A JEWISH TRAGEDY. 
From Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES. THE EpiTor.| 


Sir,—A great tragedy is ever productive of minor tragedies. The great 
tragedy of the Jewish people, which bas now lasted for eighteen and a half 
centuries, has from time to time, indeed almost perpetually, produced hosts of 
minor tragedies. Many of these minor tragedies have often been very great 
indeed. The tragedies of the present war are innumerable and of a nature which 
staggers the human mind and causes the human heart to bleed into forgetfulness. 
One of these staggering tragedies is that which has befallen the Jewish people, 
specially those of Russia and Poland. But there is one tragedy, a minor tragedy 
if you like, with which I want to deal in this letter. And this tragedy centres 
round the question of applying compulsion of military service to the unnaturalised 
Russian Jew living in England. 

The war broke out, and England required a great army. Hundreds of 
thousands of Englishmen volunteered. Many English Jews volunteered. The 
army grew, but the need for more men grew more quickly. The number of 
volunteering Englishmen was found insufficient, and compulsion was introduced. 
Eighteen months of voluntaryism paved the way for compulsion. A large portion 
of the English people eyed compulsion with suspicion. But the needs of the 


hour were too great to allow of any lengthy controversy, and compulsion was 


adopted. The setting up of the tribunals shows that there are many Englishmen 
who think that the State ought not to demand from them military service. And 
the tribunals have freed and are freeing many Englishmen from service, partial 
or total. Thus partial compulsion holds the field. Behind compulsion stands 
the great fact of patriotism, by which I mean the possessing of a patria and 
being happy in it. Every Englishman hears a voice calling to him, ‘You have 
been born in this land, you have your home here, your home is your castle, you 
have been happy here, your forefathers have been happy here, all that you are, 
all that you possess yOu owe to your country; now your country wants your 
services ; give them, give, if necessary, your life for your country.” This magic 
call has brought into existence the greatest voluntary army that the world has

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


WITH MR. ALFRED A. WOLMARK. 


NE of the many problems that will inevitably confront us after the 
war will be the problem of fostering Jewish talent. On all hands 
the cry is heard that the community, which takes a very keen 
interest in matters appertaining to the Arts, does so little for 

those following artistic pursuits. It is true that there is an Education Aid 
Society, which seeks to discover talent and to give it the necessary educa- 
tion and training, But that is too o‘ten of the wrong sort. 

But there the matter ends. A 
Jewish painter, or a musician, or a 
poet, is left to fight his own battles, 
and there is no special sphere in the 
community to which he could safely 
apply his talents, and thus earn a 
modest livelihood; nor is the com- 
munity “ racially patriotic’? enough to 
support any artistic endeavour, which 
is characteristically Jewish. 

The new organisation that has 
arisen, viz, the Jewish Association of 
Arts and Sciences, hopes to cope 
with this side of the problem, and 
also to deepen the Jewish conscious- 
ness among the “creators,”’ so that 
the various intellectual activities in 
our community should receive a 
Jewish colouring or atmosphere.

We have among us to-day a number of Jews 
and Jewesses, possessing undisputed talent, in a marked degree, in the realms of 
music, literature, science and art, but who are without guides to lead them on to 
the road of success. 

“ Itis true that the Education Aid Society helps to discover and train this 
talent, but its efforts are limited in the training and neglected in the after care. 
What those young men and women require is much more care in the training 
wien young and greatly in need of association with those who have already 
achieved success and reputation, to give them the benefit of their experience, 
advice, and criticism, They need an organisation where mutual help is the 


“Many a young artist or musician on entering the market knows to his cost 
that his obscurity will be taken advantage of by the commercial, money-making 
agents. He is alone, like a traveller without achart. He has no friends to point 
out to him the traps and pitfalls that await him in his early career. His blindness 
to the sleek ‘sharks’ that constantly and greedily watch for their prey, may some- 
times lead to his complete ruin. | 

THE DINNER MACCABEANS. 

“It is true that we have an heroic body of professional men—the Maccabean 
—men who have battled their way to fame, but this valiant organisation doe, 
nothing for those struggling ‘in the plains’ below, but contents itself with eating 
dinners with the mighty, and ‘thereby tries to justify tts existence—a_ truly noble 
and gallant achievement (sic) for heroes. | 

‘What we desire is that some such body like the Maccabeans should combine 
with these hundreds of young painters, writers, musicians, singers, players, and 
so forth, and take an active interest in their work and in their careers. 

‘‘Much can be done; something has already been done; and much more

THE WORK OF THE  J.A.A.S. 

How do you propose to carry your ideas into practice ?

No. Weare content to 
make our synagogues as dull and dead as we can, so that religious emotion dies 
from want of external stimulation. | 

‘‘T should only be too happy to engage in the work of beautifying and 
adorning Our synagogues in conjunction with my-friend Epstien. I-know wha 
your next question will be. Does Judaism countenance Art? Of course, we would 
not put images or idols in this synagogue. We have ample material in the Jewis!) 
writings of the use of flowers, animals, trees, musical instruments, etc., for purposes 
of ornamentation. The peroches, the almemar, the ark, the pulpit, the candelabra. 
the pillars, the windows, the ceiling and the floors and the walls could all be 
designed into such a scheme of beauty that it would make the Jews admire, ani! 
the Gentilesenvy, such a place of worship. Indeed, we should ofly use Jewish 
sources for our work, and not go to Christian sources for our material; We have 
a rich, abundant material of our own to draw from, and therefore there is no nee | 
to ape the Gentiles. ia 

“Tam sure that, if the Jews gave us a commission (provided, of course, or 
designs satisfied a competent body which was specially selected to adjutiicate on 
the designs submitted) they would not regret it. Then indeed could Jews say they 
had a ‘Great Synagogue.’”

IS THERE A JEWISH ART?

For to-day I paint every- 
thingin the way that a Jew would paint, a Jew who lived in Jerusalem, under bright 
skies, with a consuming love of colour, the colour of the resplendent Orient, with 
a great love for his race and his religion, a free man in his own land.

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RUSSIAN. BORN JEWS 
AND MILITARY SERVICE. 


MR. SAMUEL'S POLICY. 
IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 

In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. KING asked the Home Secretary 
whetber he was now in a position to state his arrangements for the enlistment of 
friendly aliens, especially of Russian Jews, in the British Army. 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL: I have been approached by a_ responsible 
Committee of leading Russian Jews, who have expressed their willingness to carry 
on an active recruiting campaign in London and in other centres, with a view to 
securing the voluntary enlistment in the British Army of Russian subjects 
living in this country who are eligible for military service. I have agreed that 
until the results of this campaign are seen the question whether those who do not 
enlist should be repatriated shall remain in abeyance. All who enlist voluntarily 
and who desire to become British subjects will be given a formal assurance 
on joining the Army that, if they fulfil the statutory conditions, they will be 
naturalised, without fee, within three months, if they are then still serving in the 
Army. So far as practicable, arrangements will be made for men wishing to serve 
together to do sO. Pay, separation allowance, and pension will be the same as 
for British subjects. Men who can show that they would not be liable to military 
service in Russia, while eligible for voluntary enlistment in the British Army, will 
not.at any time be required to serve by other methods. I am in consultation with 
the War Office. as to the establishment of. aSpecial Tribunal in London, and some 
modifications in the present arrangements in certain large towns, in order that 
Russian subjects may apply for certificates of exemption on the same grounds as 
are allowed to British subjects by the Military Service Acts, 
ing will be open until the 30th September. 


After that date the question of 
repatriation will 


be again considered, as will also the question whether 
the advantage of the special arrangements for naturalisation should still be open 
to those who have not presented themselves for enlistment. As. severa' 
members of this House, however, are interested in the question of compulsory 


repatriation, I should not in any case adopt any measures with that object until. 


after the House has reassembled in October and an opportunity has been open for 
a discussion of the subject. 


Mr. MORRELL: Will the right hon. gentleman consider 
to go to other countries besides going back to Kussia ? 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL. I should not hke to give any undertaking to that 
effect. The whole question will be considered after we know the result of the 
voluntary recruiting Campaign. 


Mr. W. THORNE ill the right hon. gentleman consider the desirability of 
raising several battalions of Russians and Jews alone ? 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL: That has been considered, 
able military difficulties in the way. 


FURTHER QUESTIONS IN) PARLIAMENT. 

In reply toa questionlast week by Mr. King, not orally answered: whether he 
was aware that there are in this country certain persons, mostly Jews, who 
were born of Russian parents in France or Germany or some country outside 
Russia and the British Empire, and that these persons have never been in 
Russia, never been liable to Russian military service, and never intend to return 
to Russia; how will such persons be regarded for the purpose of the threatened 
policy of deportation to Russia; and whether, in view of our law holding that 
natal place decides domicile, he will say that no such persons will in any case 
be deported to kussia, 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL writes: “So far as I am aware persons in 
the position indicated by my honourable friend are Russian subjects and are 
not exempt from Russian military service. In any case I see no reason why 
they should not serve in the British Army. If the question of the deportation of 
any such person should arise, all the circumstances will be fully considered.” 

In the House of Commons yesterday week, Mr. RICHARD LAMBERT asked 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department whether his attention had been 
called to the case of a number of Russian Jews, resident before the war in France, 
who came over as refugees to this country in August and September, 1914, when 
Paris was threatened by the German armies, and owing to the action of the 
French Government in ordering a partial evacuation of the civil population of 
Paris ; whether, seeing that these people had no intention of settling here, but had 
been unable to obtain passports to enable them to return to France or proceed 
elsewhere, it was proposed to compel such of them as were of military age to serve 
in the British Army; and whether he would safeguard their interests either by 
leaving them alone or by granting them such facilities as would enable them to 
return to France or depart to a neutral country. 

Mr. SAMUEL, in reply, referred the hon. member to the answer he gave to 
Mr, King on the previous Tuesday. 

Mr. R. LAMBERT: Will the right hon. gentleman bear in mind that there are 
refugees also from Belgium ? 

Mr. SAMUEL: Yes sir. 

Mr. KING:

“TI assert, most emphatically, that there is a real Jewish Art, rich in colour 


and rich in design, an art much higher and much greater than the mere painting 


of Jewish subjects. This Art, I say, needs cultivating and developing, so that the 
stigma, that we are a materialistic race, may be removed. In tbat day, perhaps, 
when the devotees of this new Jewish Art, will be counted like the sands on the 
sea-shore, will the Englishman say that the Jew is not only a shopkeeper.”

Consulates that no person will be recognised as a Russian subject unless provided 
with documentary evidence ; that thousands of persons have come to this country, 
themselves or their parents from Russia, without passports or any documents, and 
unable to prove their Russian or other nationality ; and whether he intends to 
deport to Russia any Jews who may be here regarded and registered as Russians 


but who are not recog-.nised as Russian by the Russian Government. 


Mr. BRACE: I am not aware @f the announcement to which my hon. friend 
refers, but 1am aware generally of the facts stated in the second part of the 
question, and that Russian Consulates usually refuse to give certificates of Russian 
nationality to persons who are without documentary evidence of their identity ; 
but it does not follow that such persons will not be recognised as Russian subjects 
in their own country. 

Mr. KING asked the Home Secretary whether he has been made aware of the 
notices issued by the Chief Constable of Salford to Russian Jews who, being 
without passports, are refused certificates of their nationality by the Russian Con- 
Sulate ; how it is intended to regard these men who have no nationality; and 
whether he will seek legislative powers to make them British citizens on condition 
that they join the British Army, do war work, or undertake approved work of 
national importance. Also whether he is aware that there are in this country 
many Jewish persons who originally fled from that part of Russia now occupied 
by the German armies, possess no passports, are liable when returned to Kussia 
to be sent to their original towns of residence, are not legally able to reside else- 


where, and are therefore subject to penalties and imprisonment in Russia so long 


as theycannot return to towns now occupied by the Germans; whether, before 
deporting any of these persons to Russia, he will consult the Russian Government 
and obtain an assurance that they will be allowed freely to settle elsewhere in 
Russia, or whether he willeither seek legislative powers to make these persons 
British subjects or deal otherwise with this problem. 

Mr. BRACE: My right hon. friend has inquired with regard to the action of 
the Salford police, and he finds nothing in what they saidor did to give any 
ground for the suggestion that the persons concerned are of no nationality. As 
regards the rest of the first question and the whole of the second one, I would 
ask my hon. friend to await the statement which my right hon. friend (the Home 
Secretary) hopes to make to-morrow (Tuesday). 


| A DEPORTATION QUESTION. 


In the House of Commons, on Wednesday, Mr. KiNG asked the H[lome 
Secretary whether he could g:ve any information concerning a man named Leifkin, 
who, being a Kussian Jew resident in Southport, was summoned at’Liverpool on 
the 17th to the Dale Street Police Court because he had inadvertently left South 
port leaving his identity book behind, whether he was pura that, at the hearing 
of the case the magistrate stated that the Russian Consul had asked that Leifkin 
should be deported to Russia; and whether he would un le ‘rtake not to let Leifkin 
be deported until after 10th October. 

Mr. Brace: The Home Secretary 


has no information with regard to this 
case. If any question of deportation comes before him he will consider it care- 
fullyon its merits, but as this case apparentlyhas no connection with the question 


of military service 


,nosuch undertaking as that forwhich my hon. friend asks can 
be given. 


EMPLOYERS AND RUSSIAN ENLISTMENT. 

Mr. KING, on Wednesday in the House of Commons, asked the Financia 
Secretary to the War Office whether he was aware of the uncertainty in connection 
with the warnings to employers not to employ men liable to military service, and 
whether any penalty would be, or could be, imposed on persons who employed 
friendly aliens of military age not called up by their respective governments. 

Mr. ForRsSTER: I am not aware of any uncertainty on the subject of the 
employment of men liable to military service. The Military Service Act does not 
apply to aliens. 


THE ZION MULE CORPS 


Mr. KInGc, on Wednesday in.the House of Commons, asked the Secretary ot 
State for War whether he could give any information concerning the Zionist Mule 
Corps, which had been revived in Egypt under the command of Captain 
Trumpeldor ; and whether Kussian Jews now in this country could volunteer for 
this unit. 

Mr. ForstTeER: I am afraid I have no information on this subject. 

Mr. KING: 


As the matter may be tmportant within the next few weeks, will 
information be asked for from Egypt. 


Mr. FORSTER: Yes, Sir. 
A SENSATIONAL STORY FROM NORWAY. 


The Berlin Vossische Zeitung has received the following report from 
Christiania :—"* The Verdensgang publishes sensational information concerning 
the treatment of Russian refugees and Russian JewS in London. According to these 
statements, the English authorities have selected 25,000 Jews out of 300,000 
refugees who reside in London, and have given them the choice either of going to 
Flanders as soldiers or of being deported to Russia. These 25,000. men, as is 
stated in the Verdensgang by an escaped refugee, are day and night under police 
surveillance.” 

A similar story has found its way into the Frankfurter Zeitung, which 
describes the Verdensgang as an Anglophil newspaper. 


A JEWISH TRAGEDY. 
From Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES. (To THe Eptror.| 


Sir,—A great tragedy is ever productive of minor tragedies. The great 
tragedy of the Jewish people, which has now lasted for eighteen and a half 
centuries, has from time to time, indeed almost perpetually, produced hosts of 
minor tragedies. Many of these minor tragedies have often been very great 
indeed. The tragedies of the present war are innumerable and of a nature which 
staggers the human mind and causes the human heart to bleed into forgetfulness. 
One of these staggering tragedies is that which has befallen the Jewish people, 
specially those of Russia and Poland. But there is one tragedy, a minor tragedy 
if you like, with which I want to deal in this letter. And this tragedy centres 
round the question of applying compulsion of military service to the unnaturalised 
Russian Jew living in England. 

-. The war broke out, and England required a great army. Hundreds of 
thousands of Englishmen volunteered. Many English Jews volunteered. The 
army grew, but the need for more men grew more quickly. The number of 
volunteering Englishmen was found insufficient, and compulsion was introduced. 
Eighteen months of voluntaryism paved the way for compulsion. A large portion 
of the English people eyed compulsion with suspicion. But the needs of the 
hour were too great to allow of any lengthy controversy, and compulsion was 
adopted. The setting up of the tribunals shows that there are many Englishmen 
who think that the State ought not to demand from them military service. And 
the tribunals have freed and are freeing many Englishmen from service, partial 
or total.. Thus partial compulsion holds the field. Behind compulsion stands 
the great fact of patriotism, by which I mean the possessing of a patria and 
being happy in it. Every Englishman hears a voice calling to him, ‘You have 
been born in this land, you have your home here, your home is your castle, you 
have been happy here, your forefathers have been happy here, all that you are, 
all that you possess yOu owe to your country; now your country wants your 
services ; give them, give, if necessary, your life for your country.” This magic 


call has brought into existence the greatest voluntary army that the world has 
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pupils of the Jews’ Free School enlisted voluntarily. The first Jewish V.C. 
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ever seen. This stern call is now creating, for the first time in English history, a 
great compulsory army. All this is apparently very simple. 

What about the Jew? The English Jew, i.e., the Jew who was born and 
bred in this country, is toall intents and purposes of patriotism (in the sense just 
explained) an Englishman. He has the privileges of an English citizen and 
shares the duties of an English citizen (1 -am ignoring certain limitations, as, for 
instance, the restricted right to serve in th® Navy). The foreign Jew, who by 
the act of naturalisation was received into the English State, has likewise the 
rights and the duties of the English citizen. (Here, too, I am ignoring certain 
restrictions.) Both the English-born Jew and the naturalised Jew have helped 
to swell .the ranks of the British Army, and are fighting side by side with their 
fellow-citizens, and are laying down their lives for this great country, for this 
greatest of all countries in the present world (I say this without any tinge of 
chauvinism), | 

What about the foreign Jew who has not been naturalised? The answer 
seemssimple. He is not an English citizen, he does not possess the rights of an 
English citizen, and, therefore, cannot be expected to share the duties of an 
English citizen. What about the Jews who are citizens of the countries to which 
England is allied?) Again the answer seems simple. They have the same rights 
and the same duties as tbeir fellow-citizens. Here the matter seems to end. 
But it does not end here. Indeed, here the tragedy begins. 

There is a class of people in Europe called the Russian Jews. The Russian 
Jews have no rights and no privileges. They have only duties. ‘ Duties” is 
really not the right word. It is more correct to say that they have only sufferings. 
The men, women, and children whose lives only know sufferings number over six 
millions. Some of these men, women and children found the life of suffering 
unbearable and left the land of their birth to look fora brighter life under a brighter 
sun. Some of them came to these hospitable shores. The very word “ England” 
brought sunshine into many a darkened home inthe land of the Russians. To 
those who came here England became a home. Many of those who came to this 
country have learned for the first time the meaning of ‘“‘home.” They have 
brought love to this land, an abundance of love with which they are cherishing 
their new, their first, homeland. In many of them the love may be dumb, may 
be inarticulate, but it is there, deep and full and glowing. Many a 
Jew who left Russia and came to England kissed England's soil when he first set 
his weary footonit. The fatherstoiled in the workshops, the mothers looked after 
the home, and the children flocked to the schools, Yea, the schools! Yonder in 
Russia the schools were barred to them. And here they could go tothe schools | 
What joy! What glory! And when the war broke out the boys who had flocked 
to the schools flocked to the colours with joyful glee. They were going to fight 
for their homeland, for great Great Britain. They fought, and many fell, they 
are fighting, and many are falling. I believe that nearly a thousand former 


to win the honour in his life-time is the son of a Russian Jew. The 
Russian Jews who have had time to enjoy English sunshine, who have 
had time to experience the blessings of English life, to understand and 
appreciate England's language and literature and the rest of its culture, who 
have had time to know what happiness means, have done and are doing their duty 
in the army as well asin civil life. But what about those Russian Jews who have 
only come to these shores recently, who do not yet understand the silvery sounds 
of the English tongue, who do not yet fully realise the greatness of this country, 
who have had no time yet to experience happiness? They, too, love England, 
but their love is yet inarticulate. Their minds are yet full of the suffer- 
ings of their former life and of pictures of the horrors and tortures 
which nearest relatives of theirs had to undergo in their ‘“home- 
land.” They have not yet known happiness. They have not had yet the time 
to stretch out their limbs. And they have not yet been received into the English 
State. What about them? Shall they serve? Can they be expected to serve ? 
Indeed, some of them did at the beginning of the war offér their services and 
were refused because they were aliens. But can the majority of them be expected 
to serve’ I have no hesitation in giving a negative answer. Experienced happi- 
ness is the basis of service and of supreme sacrifice. But people who have only 
just left a land of endless sufferings, and before whose eyes are still hovering 
pictures of untold miseries, cannot morally (legally they are aliens!) be expected 


to go to the field of battle, even for England. They are still straggiing to build j 


upahome. They are still hoping forthe happy day. Shall they from a life of 
tears go to face death? They cannot be expected to do it. The demand ought 
not to be put tothem. What, however, if this demand is put to them? What 
if they are not only asked to fight for England, but are told that if they did not 
join the British Army they would bedeported back to Russia? One has to have the 
pen of a Dante topicture the agony of the soul of the Russian Jew just described who 
has such an alternative put before him. Had he been told: “You have made 
England yourhome ; true, youdonot yet understand England ; you havenot yet built 
up areal home; you have not yet experienced happiness ; but you might havea 
happy home here in the future; your children will share the happiness of this 
land: we will receive you into the English State; we regard you as an English 
citizen: we, therefore, ask for your services as a soldier in this great war,” then he 
would have thought over the meaning of this demand and probably have willingly 
obeyed it, although a certain pang, the pang of unknown happiness, would have 
made his heart heavy. Butthe command: ‘Either serve or go back to Russia!” 
laid him low. He is be told to go back to Russia, to the land of his 
sufferings! By whom? By England’s great sons! “And swarms of spectres 
rose from deepest hell, with bloodless visage, and with hideous yell.” True, he 
is legally a Russian subject. But England's claims have to be moral claims. 
And England knows that when he left Russia he cast his Russian ‘ subjection” 
behind him. Even more, he is called upon to serve here on account of his being 
~a Russian.” This is impossible. This he cannot bear. To be asked to fight in 
England as ‘‘a Russian!” What an irony of fate! Why, at least, not be asked 
to fight as an Englishman? He reels, his soulis torn. He thought he left Russia 
for ever. And now its terrible spectre rises again before his eyes. This is the 
present tragedy of the unnaturalised Russian Jew who has been a relatively recent 
resident in this country. 3 7 

But the tragedy does not end here. It was made even more tragic by the 
attitude of the Executive of the Board of Deputies, of the President of the 
English Zionist Federation, and of the Anglo-Jewish organ, the JEW!sH 

CHRONICLE, especially its contributor “ Mentor.” : 

It would have been the dutyof the Executive of the Board of Deputies to 
explain to the authorities of the land the position and the psychic feeling of the 
unnaturalised Russian Jew and to point out that if a call for service was to be 
made to him at all it ought to be made to him as an English citizen. Instead of 
doing this—the only right thing—they cajoled the Board of Deputies into 
adopting a resolution supporting the policy as announced by the Home Secretary, 
not even dissociating themselves from the deportation policy. The Executive of 
the Board of Deputies will yet rue the day of this action. 

The President of the English Zionist Federation has, in my opinion, by his 
letters in the Press and his interview, put a stain on-the escutcheon of the English 
Zionist Federation which will never be wiped out. : 

As to the Anglo-Jewish organ, the JEWISH CHRONICLE, well, its attitude has 
been a very sad revelation. It is difficult to find words strong enough to condemn 
the tone and the mode of argument adopted by the JEWISH CHRONICLE in 
treating this question. I will just point out one fallacious argument which has 
incensed many a reader of this journal. “You complain of deportation,” it says. 
“ There will be no deportation—if you enlist.” To put it mildly, there has never 
been a more insincere, a more illogical argument brought forward in a controversy. 
It is just the threat of deportation as an alternative to enlistment and the basis of 
the claim for service which this threat implies that has horrified the unnaturalised 


But the prize for ignoble talk easily goes to “ Mentor.” One's reason stands 
still in trying to think out what a disservice “ Mentor” has rendered not alone to 
the Russian Jew but to Jewry at large with his three letters to Mr. Herbert 
Samuel (July 14th, 21st, and 28th). How can a Jew write in such a strain? I do 
not want to quote. I feel loth to quote from those ignoble epistles. They are 
fresh in our minds. Every English Jew has read them and remembers all the 
condemning epithets thrown at the heads of the Russian-born Jews. Still, I will 
ask how can a Jewish writer speak of “these valorous Russian-born Jews,” “ who 
whimper and whine at the prospect of having to render military service,” whose 
arguments against serving are “less a delusion than a fraud,” and whoin “ obedience 
to this arrant cravenness” “do not mind prostituting principles and outraginy 
privileges,” and who “are the flotsam and jetsam of Jewry, who with degraded 
spirit wish to remain so.” How can a Jewish pen put such words on paper ° 
The Russian Jews, we are told, “appear as shirkers and cowards, wriggling 
betweea being Russian and being English, spurning citizenship and failing at its 
supreme test, evincing carelessness of the fellow-Jews among whom they were 
born and disregard of the fellow-Jews among whom they live, manifesting utter 
indifference to the future of their people.” All this for the Russian Jew in whose 
minds are burning a thousand irons made red hot in the Russian inferno! Nota 
word of sympathy, not a word showing an understanding of the real position and 
of the real feeling of the Russian Jew. And the second ‘letter (July 21st), dealing 


with the English Jew, is not very much better. Good God, our young men are 


pouring out their blood on the fields of battle, and then “ Mentor ” calls them 
“the children of the ‘Get Off’”! What will the anti-Semites say? I have 
never read in any Jewish journal in any part of the world such anti-Jewish 
articles as the three epistles of ‘‘ Mentor.” Whatis becoming of us? “Mentor” 
has assumed a great classical name. Mentor was the faithful friend of Odysseus 
and gave his help to Telemachus, the son of the wandering hero. Mentor bad 
moral courage and felt moral indignation. I shall remind ‘ Mentor” of the words 
of his classical namesake :-— | | 

But against you, ye Greeks! ye coward train ! 

Gods ! how my soul is moved with just disdain ! 

Dumb ye all stand, and not one tongue affords 

His injured prince the little aid of words. 
(Odyssey, Book II.), It is the duty of “Mentor” at least to afford “his injured 
prince the little aid of words.” And who is more injured than Jewry, and who of 
Jewry more than the Russian Jew’ Indeed, Jewry can be likened to Telemachus 
in the absence of his wandering sire. The genius of Juda is absent, has been 
absent from us for the last eighteen and a half centuries. And the sufferings of 
Jewry know noend. Is this the way in which “ Mentor ” understands his duty ? 
One would require the tongue of the classic Mentor to give expression to one’s 
feeling of despair at such happenings. Indeed, there have been found wise 
men, faithful friends of the oppressed who have given the “injured prince the 
little aid of words,” who have pointed to the tragedy of the Russian Jew. England 
has great mentors. ' Lord Loreburn, Lord Shefheld, Joseph King, Philip Morrell 
have shown what a wrong was done to the Russian Jew by demanding his service 
under a threat of deportation to Russia. But “Mentor” did not find a word of 


aid of words.” 

The attitude of the Executive of the Board of Deputies, of the President of 
the English Zionist Federation, of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, and of ‘‘ Mentor ”’ 
to the question of military service and the unnaturalised Russian Jew is a tragedy 
in itself. A great tragedy is ever productive of minor tragedies. And the 
present tragedy of the unnaturalised Russian Jew, in itself one of the products of 
the great tragedy of the Jewish people, has produced this minor tragedy. There 
is here much food for reflection. Let him whocan reflect. May the reflections 
put down in this letter help to show tke real position of the Russian Jew who is 
resident here and is still a stranger in the land, and may they contribute towarcs 
a truer understanding of this great sufferer. I should like to hope that these 
reflections may lead.to a modification of the call for service made to the Russian 
Jew. The call, if made, should be: We. receive you into our State; fight for 
England as English citizens. 

{ Notwithstanding all our correspondent has to say he evidently agrees with us on the two 
main points of this controversy. Like ourselves, he is anxious to see the Russian-born 
eligibles enlist in the British Army, and, like ourselves, he is anxious that they 
should adopi that course instead cf going back to Russia to serve in her forces. He 
is also in agreement with us in insisting, as we have all along done, that all the 
Russian-born who enlist should become at once British citizens. In fact, as Dr.

SERGT. JACK CANTOR, R.A.M.C. 
TRIBUTE FROM THE REV. A. PLASKOW, B.A. 

It is with a feeling of great sorrow that I have learned of the death of Sergt. 
Cantor on the field of battle. I came into close contact with Cantor while he was 
stationed at Twezledown, near Aldershot. He was among the very first to enlist. 
He rarely missed a service at Aldershot. I often had occasion to be greatly 
indebted to him for the very valuable services he rendered me in the course 
of my duties in the garrison town. He was indeed a_ gentleman. It 
has been my. duty to pen a few lines of respect to the memory of several 
noble and gallant men who have fallen in action. Cantor's character 
stands out prominently in my mind. He had a wonderful gift of making friends 
with all with whom he came into contact. Everybody who knew him loved bim. 
The question in the synagogue was always “ What,is the news from Cantor?” 
Brought upin a religious environment he remained intensely Jewish, and the 
synagogue with all its activities was, | know, never absent from his thoughts. 
While at the front he would write and inform me of the intense satisfaction and 
pleasure it afforded him to be able to conduct service in the firing line. 

During the last few days I have received letters from several men in France 
and England expressing their great sorrow at the news of his death. An extract 
from a letter from Rfn. M. Jacobs, K.R.R., will show the respect and esteem 
in which he was held: “As you know, the deceased and myself became very 
great friends after meeting at Aldershot. His death has come as a great shock to 
me. He was a grand and noble young man anda perfect gentleman. His great 
loss I shall never forget. I often sit and think of him.” 

Cantor's optimism under difficulties’ did much to cheer up his Jewish 
comrades during their arduous training. Kind, helpful, and refined he was 
an influence for good wherever he went. 


CORPORAL SIDNEY KARKER. 


Sergt. Beech, in notifying the death of Corpl. Sidney Karker, South Staffs 
Regiment, to his parents, says:—‘‘ He died doing his duty nobly. He was under 
my charge during the attack, and he went out to find stretcher bearers as his 
Company Officer was badly wounded, but Iamsorry to say he was hit in the head 
on his way back. He was a great favourite with all his comrades, also with 
myself, as he came out from England with me and has been in my Company ever 
since. Weall miss him very much, as he was one of the best. You have the 
satisfaction of knowing that he died a hero's death nobly and willingly whilst 
doing his duty, and that his name was sent in among the recommendations.” 


SAM GLUCKMAN. 


“M.R.” writes to us:—‘‘Among the casualties in the recent terrible 
fighting around . . . . appears the name of Sam Gluckman, South African 
Infantry, whose portrait with his tbree soldier brothers was published in 
your paper only a short time ago. This poor lad was just sixteen years of age, 
and all the persuasions of his family failed to deter him from what he considered 
to be his duty. He was a Colonial-born, sturdy, steady boy—imbued with a love 
for England that could only find expression in action. When we who met him on 
this side ventured to remonstrate with him for enlisting his simple reply was 
‘England wants us,’ and he endeared himself to us all by his directness of manner 
and total absence of anything approaching heroics. His gallant death is deeply 
mourned, and many will share the sorrow of his parents, who reside at Vereenig- 
ing, South Africa.”

“Mr. Hedderwick Once Again.” 


The time has surely come—we think it came some time ago—(says the Jewisi: 
World) when the attention of the authorities should be turned to Mr. Hedderwick, 
the Stipendiary Magistrate who presides over the North London Police Court. We 
have called attention more than once to the detestable bias he manifests, and seems 
proud of acknowledging, concerning certain persons that come before him. The 
other day a woman who was Russian by birth, but through her marriage to a Galician 
Pole became of Austrian and hence alien-enemy nationality, was charged before this 
magistrate with travelling more than five miles from her residence without a per- 
mit and with failing to register her change of address. She was punished for the 
offence, and as the facts were admitted there can be no sympathy for her, how- 
ever hard the law may appear to operate in some of these cases. But 
as there was not any defence offered there was all the less necessity 
for such observations as are attributed to Mr. Hedderwick. His “wish 
to heaven” that “all these people were either interned or sent 
back to their own country” may have arisen through his desire not 
to be troubled with these awkward matters. “But when, being told by defendant's 
solicitor that there was a Jewish minister in court who could speak to the husband 
being “a most respectable man,” and Mr. Hedderwick replied, “I refuse to 
acknowledge any alien enemy’s respectability during the war,” he was either 
talking sheer nonsense or showing himself utterly unfitted io deal as magistrate 
with the case before him. It is quite right that the public should be protected 
from any peril there may be in the enemy aliens that reside in our midst, but 
surely that can be done without resorting to ridiculous prejudice utterly incom- 
patible with justice. We suggest that after Mr. Hedderwick's confession of his 
mental attitude during the war to enemy aliens, a field for his magisterial activities 
should be provided for him, at least for that period where he is less likely than in 
his present post to come into contact with enemy aliens than at North London 
From what he says about them we feel sure he would not be sorry not to hear 
cases in which they are involved, and we are equally sure that they would be 
more satisfied they were obtaining a fair hearing than they can be at his hands.

OBITUARY. 


MRS. SARAH LETOWICH.

Jewish tradition relates that when our ancestress, Sarah, died the immediate 
effect of her death was the dimming of that light in her tent which, by her sweet 
influence, had been kept shining, incessantly, from Sabbath to Sabbath, and that 
it was restored only when her pious, sweet successor Rebecca had come to fill her 
place. Many a Jewish home will be dimmed by the sudden death, at the age of 
seventy-eight, of Mrs, Sarah Letowich (formerly Spero), This Sarah, too, was 
a true *‘ Mother in Israel.” Her life's ambition was to bring solace, light, and 
hope into many a home where poverty, sorrow, and sickness had cast their gloom. 
Genial, gentle, and deep-souled she was, and her strength and means were 
devoted to the service of her sisters who needed her help. Not only their humble 
homes, but their heavy hearts were readily opened to her. The woman in travail 
bad her special, motherly sympathy, and she was one of the founders of the 
Foreign Ladies’ Lying-In Charity. The mother and her babe were her sweetest 
care, and literally thousands of visits did she pay during her latter years to such 
sisters in order to give a helping hand, a cheering word, anda friendly gift. 
Her advancing years seemed but little to affect her many activities and her desire 
to do good grew from day to day with the convincing experiences that her help 
was both needed and appreciated. Her activities were so manifold that even her 
immediate friends hardly knew beyond a surmise of what she did and loved todo. 
Privately and publicly she pursued het happy course almost toher last day. Thus 
the Scarboro’ Street Synagogue, with which her late husband had been officially 
connected, was among her favourite institutions, She was one of the founders o! 
its Ladies’ Benevolent Society and an active supporter of its Talmudic Circle. 
The Great Synagogue in Spitalfields (Mdchziké Hadath) was her next favourite. 
and for many years she served as an active member of the Ladies’ Society. The 
Talmud Torah Classes in connection with this synagogue recorded feelingly her 
signal services and her sympathetic assistance as having been based “ onan inward 
knowledge of the necessity of its existence and of its financial condition.” The 
Tree of Life Yeshivah was the very apple of her eye, and its a/umni.she counted 
among her very own, And yet, there are the countless homes in which her 
cheerful presence had left a lasting effect as a lasting tribute to her benign 
influence. The extent of her charity is not fully known yet, but the large number 
of people who followed her earthly remains as they were removed to their resting. 
‘place showed clearly how deep was the veneration which this good woman had 
earned by her pious deeds. Her death came as a personal loss to hundreds, 
including the writer of this humble tribute. 

Mrs. Letovich left two sons and two daughters, viz., Mr. I. S. Spero and Mr 
David Spero, of London, Mrs. M. Levy, of Liverpool, and Mrs. I. Goldfoot, of 
Brynmawr. 

THE LATE MR. SIMEON KUTNER. 


At a special meeting of the Committee of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home,

A TRIBUTE BY THE REvy. ISIDORE HARRIS. 


It seems Only the other day that Mr. Kutner, the extremely efficient head of the 
Jews’ Deafand Dumb Home, was attending the meetings of our Committee, aler:, 
capabie, and in the prime of life, and reading to us one of those lucid reports on 
the progress of affairs which he was accustomed to deliver at these meetings. H- 
may have been suffering at the time, but did not show it; then, at the last com- 
mittee meeting which we held we heard of the malady in whose fatal grip he was 
caught and to which he ultimately succumbed. . For thirty-four years he had 
devoted his great talents to the teaching of the deaf and dumb by lip-reading, and 
twenty-one years of this period was given to our Jewish institution, which had 
been the pioneer of the system in this country. The author of several important 
works, including an ‘ Aid to Solid Geometry,” his principalship was marked |y 
considerable progress in the development of the oral system. His special know- 
ledge of manual instruction gave an impetus to the teaching of woodwork and 
drawing to the boys and domestic instruction to girls, which now form part of the 
regular curriculum. He was likewise keen in encouraging outdoor sports and nature 
rambles, During the past couple of years his staff of assistants had been depleted 
by the calls of the war, so that there is reason to believe that his end may. ha:e 
been hastened by the difficulties and anxieties with which latterly he had to con- 
tend. It will be a matter of no little difficulty to replace a headmaster of so many 
attainments and so zealously devoted to the interests of the Home. To the 
members of the Committee his death isa personal loss. For his sorrowing widow, 
Mrs. Kutner, the capable Matron of the institution, and for his children, one of 
whom has latterly been acting as her father’s assistant, the utmost sympathy will 
be felt, not alone by the Committee and the parents of the children, but also by 
the many friends whom he had attached to himself in the course of his use/ul 
career.

“ Children of the Ghetto.” 


Some hard knocks are being exchanged in the local papers just now, The 
occupant of the Editorial Chair is not having it all his own way, as the corres- 
pondence columns effectively prove. The anti-Semites—'tis wonderful how this 
genus flourishes in the heart of Ghettoland—are hearing some unpalatable 
truths and are being repaid in theirown coin. Says one correspondent on the 
subject of “‘the Shirking Alien,” “there are able-bodied Gentiles in the casual 
wards. If they had a hair-cut and shaveand not live a free and easy life, they 
would make healthy soldiers.” An interesting suggestion for the Home Secre- 
tary! I must say that the publication by the newspaper of correspondence which 
belabours it betokens a fairness that is refreshing. 


Nor can one have anything but admiration for an editor’ who lends the 
hospitality of his columns to one ‘Moses Montagu,” who offers a phonetic 
contribution on “the Oxford manner” referred to in these columns as the shining 
goal of certain Ghetto poets. ‘‘ Moses Montagu” urges that “ the prounsiashun 
is sumat aufl; yer kabnt understandum, tha draulz and mones so,” Our Moses 
has been urged by the Jewish “ Littery * Society to protest against the attempt to 
impose the ‘‘culchaw ” of Oxford and Cambridge upon an innocent Ghetto.

It is gratifying to hear that the war savings movement is go: g with a Swing 
in East London, and that the circular letter, signed by Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, 
Lord Swaythling and Mr. Leonard Cohen, has resulted in the formation of many 
war savings associaticns. Jewish employers of labour, heads of friendly societieS 
and Jewish trade organisations, have entered into the scheme with commendable 
zest, so much so, that if in the days to come achevra member assures you that 
he helped to run the war, give him a respectful hearing. A good many families 
are regarding war savings certificates. in the light of an endowment for their little 
ones, but I am asked to suggest to parents that it is not desired that they shall 
interfere in any way with deposits in the Post Office Savings Bank. For that 
would be tantamount to robbing Yankele to pay Chaim. Which isn't good 
business, regarded from any point of view. 


There is one elderly gentleman who vends baked beans in the Ghetto, and 
who carries his war savings certificates in proof of his good citizenship! I never 
imagined baked beans held such pecuniary possibilities. Apart from the Yiddish 
Press, I have seen no announcements in the jargon calling upon our foreign 
brethren to help run the war for a Nth part of a second.

AFRAID TO GO HOME IN THE DARK, 


For a long time now we have been compelled to sub- 


mit to the inconvenience of lighting restrictions. The. 


Streets of our big cities are shrouded in darkness at 
night as a measure of protection against those flying 
horrors that seek to break our spirits by showering 
explosives upon innocent non-combatants.

The poet Hood wrote a pretty rhyméd story about the 
difference between good and bad children when they go 
to bed. The bad child, he tells. us, ‘sees things ” at 
night. - All sorts of evil shapes loom out of the blackness 
to fill its little soul with terror. But the good child, on 
the other hand, bas lovely dreams about pretty fairies 
and magic gardens with wonderful fruit trees, and pretty 


dwarfs to guide it through its attractive bowers. Hood 
may have been right, but I don’t think I was a particu- 
larly bad child, and I distinctly remember getting out of 
my warm bed and sitting in my “ nightie” on the cold, 
but illuminated stairs listening, for company, to the 
voices of the grown-ups below, 


“LET THERE BE LIGHT!” 


No, as I have said, the fear of darkness is a natural 
fear, and it is right that this should be so. We speak of 


evil as belonging to “the powers of darkness.” The 


first command in creation was “Let there be light!” 
That came before everything else. It was no use creat- 
ing a world unless goodness were to be in it. Evil 
belonged in it, too, but only asa foil to the goodness, 
to teach us to know and appreciate the difference, The 
legends of most peoples from the earliest times speak of 
a great conflict between the forces of good and evil. 
This fight goes on in us all. It isa private war which 
we all have to wage. “Behold,” exclaimed Moses in 
the name of God, “I have set before thee this day good 
and evil, life and death: choose righteousness and 
live!” The great war of the nations that is being 
waged now is also a fight between good and evil, in 
order that the world may live—free from the terrors of 
unprincipled might, The world has to learn that great 
message: “Not by might, nor by power, but by My 
spirit, saith the Lord.”
